COVENT GARDEN TAEATRE. — 
SHAKSPEARE's Play of The Merchant of Venice was per- 
formed here on Saturday night, when Miss Helen Faucit played 
Portta for the first time, and since her Julia, we have not seen 
her in any part in which she has appeared to so much advantage. 
Her performance evinced a true conception of her divine author, 
and we scarcely know which to admire most, her vivacity and 
gaiety in the scene with Nerissa—her anxious tenderness in the 
casket scene—or her grace and dignity at the trial ;—her assumed 
jealousy at the loss of her ring was also happily hit off ; she was 
greatly and deservedly applauded throughout. Charles Kemble’s 
Shylock is but respectable ; he fails in embodying thedeep and 
inflexible malignity of the Jew ; his best scene was that in which 














‘his grief for the loss. of his jewels and the flight of his daughter is 


contrasted with hisexultation at the ruin of Antonio. H. Wal- 
lack’s Gratiano was a most heavy lightness, and Bennett’s An- 
tonio tediously sententious. Salanio and Salarino had hand- 
some representatives in J. Webster and Roberts, Miss Pelham 
Played Nerissa sensibly, and Collins and Miss Turpin sang 
sweetly as Lorenzo and Jessica. Zazezizozu, aud Robert Ma- 
caire followed the Play.—The house was full at half-price. 

VicToRiA,—-The performances at this Theatre, under the pre- 
sent spirited management, have proved most attractive. The 
Blind Boy, The Wife’s First Lesson, Black Ey’d Susan, and 
Love in Two Cupboards, are the entertainments for this week, 
Mrs. Vining having been re-engaged for six nights more. 

{t is our painful duty to inform our readers that balibran, after 
an illness of nine days, expired at the Mosley Arms Hotel, in 
Manchester, on Friday night. 

The opening of the Olympic Theatre is deferred to Thursday, 
an intimation having, itis said, been forwarded to the lessees of 
all the Minor Theatres, fhat the proprietors and the actors indi- 
vidually would fbe liable to have informations laid against them, 
and be subject to the penalty of £50 each for an infringement of 
the existing laws for the regulation of dramatic performances. 
The opéhing novelty at the Olympic, called Court Favour, was 
originally christened, by its author, P!enché, Diplomacy, but 
that title was objected to by the licenser. Liston refused the 
part of the Duke of Albermarle. Mr. Hooper is no longer trea 
surer of the Olympic, Mr. Peake, Jun. having succeeded to the 
office ; this change was occasioned by a skirmish which took place 
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between the former gentleman and Mr. Clarke, the fair widow's 
solicitor, to whom she had desired Mr. H. to submit his accounts. 
Ano error appearing of £15 to the loss of Madame Vestris, and 
Mr.C.making some remarks on the subject, which Mr.H.overheard, 
; the ex-treasurer turned the lawyer out of the Theatre in the most 
[ unceremonious manner. Mr. W. Vining’s name has been impro- 
perly mixed up in this transaction. 

On the day the Manchester Festival concluded, a deputation 
from the stewards waited vpon Sir G. Smart, and presented him 
with a handsome gold suuff-box, bearing an inscription to the 
following effect, ‘“‘ Presented by the Committee of Management 
to Sir G. Smart, for his able and efficient services as conductor of 
the musical performances at the Festival held in Manchester, 
Sept. 1836.” The total receipts, at the Festival, amounted to 
£17,005, but several other sums, amounting to about £300, are 
yet to be received.
